MARVELOUS BEAUTY OF NATURE 


His Dix on Friends Will Be interested 
in His Descriptions. 


(Continued) 
Out here ^ in Southern California, 
one can get just as much of cold 
weather and ice and snow as you 
want, if you know where to look for 
it, but not within a mile af Los An­ 
geles. 
We were at points only 100 
miles from here where in wintertime 
it gets very * cold and lots of snow, 
which does not last long, ex cept on 
the mountain tops.

est andlmost terrific storms of wind 
and snow and sleet that are ever 
known 
We do not realize what we have in 
this country in the way of scenery. 
Out inifArizona is a scenic wonder, 
the like of which,>orld-wide travelers 
say is not to be found anywhere on 
earth. Tbe ¡Grand Canyon is a bot­ 
tomless l world of wonders. It is the 
ex perience^ a lifetime to graze from
